Our past season has seen development completed in many* lines, as 
new sidewalks wore extended and pushed to completion, even beyond 
the limits for which the debenture voted upon covered, and in addition 
to this,—street crossings were planktd, eirdei s phu-td in many had 
and almost impassoblo places, new br^dgis huilt cii the loads leading 
tu Lethbridge am* lu lae weei v* and cuUcits oveiimukd and 

made batter, much gradiiii< done, and impmvcniciits generally 
in keeping w*ith the iiuTcasccl demands, and the growing population. 

An increased population, and the ope ning of the School of Agri¬ 
culture were factors that made necessary the finding of more water 
and liecnuso of this necessity, two new wells have been sunk this Hens¬ 
on at a cost of around one thonsimd fhdlars to inerea.se the supply. 
This does not solve the water questi* n, niid the Toxvn Council are 
further investigating with a view t<t making permanent the future 
requirements of the Town as to tlic* iM cessnry amount of water for its 
use. 

The policing of the Town with n view to making it orderly, and al¬ 
so to stopping any illicit traffic in nloxicanta, the enforcement of the 
law has been very strictly followed up, with very noticeable results 
in the direction of law and ordci. 

Thera has been efforts put forth to get a drainage system for the 
town, but nothing has been worked out, but the town passed a health 
by-law, and appointed a town scavenger, making it his duty to visit 
and clean the cess pools, remove garbage, take away any refuse from 
any part of town, ami fixing the charge, which is to be met by those 
served, and only a very nominal sum is required to keep the sanitary 
conditions very much improved over the past. 

We make an appeal to thp people to fully keep in touch with the 
work of the Council, and co-operafo with us, in building up and mak¬ 
ing of our town a clean, progres.sive, up to-dato town that will be in¬ 
viting to our neighbors, and will be the kind of place that we can feel 
justly proud of having helped to build up.

Pos Is Faiss 

A false Impression of the life of 
Kdgar Allan Poe pr*'Tallt In the na¬ 
tional mind as the result of bloRraph- 
ers coQfusinR his life with that of a 
littl* known bndlier. It Is contended 
by Harrey Allen and Thomas Olive 
Mabbntt In a biography of Wlllbun 
Henry I..oonard Poe, tho brother, to 
be published soon. 

Henry Poe. as the authors cjill him. 
was born In Poston *n 1807. He dletl 
111 1831. He was RdRar’t elder by two 
years. The authors do not find con¬ 
fusion In the Rimcral character of the 
brothers clue to alleged composite pic¬ 
tures In prt'vlous biographers* w>It- 
ings, for they assert the brothers were 
much alike, but they perceive a con 
fusion of the brothers’ exp^'rlences. 

“Henry,” they say. “Is known to 
have been rather wild, to have early 
developed the fondness for drink, to 
Imve iH'en fond of female society 
and lo have dIH >oung. That he 
must also have possessed a consider 
able charm, nut a lUth talent, a some¬ 
what precocious development and a 
vivid imagination—what little we have 
fixim hLs iiuinaturo pen seems cleHrly 
to luuicale.’* 

Kren Hcuiry’s physb*al appearance 
was much like that of Kdgar, but he, 
was u little taller, lie wrote some; 
IKietry. wuis either enlistcHl In tin- 
nary or attac hed to a mercbantniaii. 
suffercMl from melancholy and died 
early of tubcwculosl-^.
